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City and Group W reach friendly agreement 


— Group W has served notice that they intend to 
apply for deregulation in accordance with California 
Government Code Section 53066.1. 

In that statement they are simply stating that 
they are applying for the right to raise rates without 
the city of Sierra Madre being able to rule one 
way or another. Deregulation is coming and they 
are clearing the road for any action they hope to 
take in rate changes within the next two years, 
according to Martin. 

Martin told City Council members, “California 
passed that statute some years ago, stating that 
companies could withdraw from the requirement of 
having a city approve its rate. S66 became a federal 
rule effective in September, 1984. In two years 
1 believe there will be deregulation. 1 think it’s 
in the cards. 1 recommend settlement.’’ 

According to that letter sent to the council 
from Group W Cable, Inc., they have “elected 
to be exempt, as of January 23, 1985, from any 
and all rate, charge and rate structure control by 

the City Council of Sierra Madre.’’ They are 
placing notices to that effect in The Sierra Madre 
News and Star-News. 

— Another part of the agreement instructs Sierra 
Madre to remit to Group W $30,000 of the 


A controversy that has been stewing for 15 
months went off the stove Jan. 25 when Group 
W Cable hand-delivered an agreement to the city 
of Sierra Madre, crediting customers all remote 
charges since October, 1983, and agreeing not to 
raise their rates of $7.05 to $9.95 as has been 
before Sierra Madre City Council for some time. 

Sierra Madre City Attorney Charles Martin re¬ 
viewed events before City Council members at an 
adjourned meeting last Wednesday: 

— In October, 1983, Group W announced that 
they would begin charging $3 for each remote 
hand-held device which the company had distributed 
free to subscribers several months before that. 
They said they would need to charge $1 for each 
extra remote device held by each Group W Cable 
subscriber. 

This announcement caused problems within the 
community and Martin resolved that Group W 
“had no right to make the charge.” 

— Subscribers will receive full credit back to Oc¬ 
tober, 1983, for the remote charge. “This includes 
all remote charges paid by customers and no more,” 
Martin said. 

— The application for a rate change from $7.05 
to $9.95 was withdrawn.

Businesses suffer 
when film crews 
take over streets 


The Sierra Madre News would like to 
lodge a complaint with the city that allows 
film companies to close off entire busi¬ 
ness street during a weekday, closing 
down the businesses that are affected. 

The past week, a film company in¬ 
formed us they would close Kersting Court 
for no longer than three hours, 7 -10 a.m., 
on Friday. 

However, Thursday morning they ap¬ 
peared and closed the court the entire 
day, clogging sidewalks and streets with 
personnel and equipment, literally closing 
down our business. It was impossible for 
customers to fight their way into The 
News office. And in all that incon¬ 
venience — and total lack of business 
the entire day — The News received no 
remuneration for the damage. 

Why were we not informed of the 
change in plans? Why were we affected 
so adversely without the courtesy of being 
told of the plan change? And why don’t 
businesses receive some sort of payment 
for the extreme inconvenience? 

Complaints were filed, but as yet 
no one has bothered to make amends. 

We believe it is good that the city 
coffers grow because of this film busi¬ 
ness. But why shouldn’t they see that 
their businesses are offered common 
courtesies and — let’s face it — a cash 
settlement to attempt to make up for the 
extreme inconvenience. 

It will be the last time The News 
extends a welcome to the film companies 
for this type of unfair behavior. Our neigh¬ 
bors join us in this opinion. 

A moratorium 


is needed 


Several individuals in Sierra Madre 
have expressed consternation about the 
number of offices that are sprouting up 
in prime retail locations on Sierra Madre 
Blvd. 

The News asked Charles Martin, city 
attorney, to render his opinion on the pos¬ 
sibility of a moratorium against this prac¬ 
tice even though, at this point, perhaps we 
are closing the door after the cows have 
escaped. A moratorium was established 
about two years ago and then was per¬ 
mitted to die. 

Martin replied, “It’s a battle whenever 
it’s brought up. There is always a question 
of what is retail and what Is not. It’s 
a gray area. Some cities try to establish 
a retail atmosphere by restricting ground 
floor areas to retail establishments which 
are sales tax-producing businesses. This 
has the effect of symbiotic magnifica¬ 
tion of retail use and encourages walking 
from store to store. Sales and profession¬ 
al offices are restricted to second-story 
locations. A 90-day moratorium does re¬ 
latively nothing. Builders simply wait until 
the moratorium is over to continue with 
their work.” 

Is it feasible to establish a longer 
moratorium? 

Martin answered, “Some cities have it 
such as Temple City.” 

Is it successful? 

“Yes, but also painful. Usually It in¬ 
cludes one or two blocks. Of course, 
existing offices stay where they are. And 
action is strictly up to the City Council.” 

Perhaps Sierra Madre should begin 
thinking in terms of another moratorium.

Sierra Madre City Attorney Charles 
Martin and City Council members are to 
be congratulated on the recent contract 
they struck with Group W Cable TV. The 
cable company deserves congratulations 
for its sensitivity to the citizens’ needs. 

Had this sort of decision not been 
reached, Sierra Madreans would have 
been very disappointed in the city’s lead¬ 
ers, and even more disappointed in the 
cable company. 

Our only question: Why did this de¬ 
cision take 15 months? 

Now, however, it is time to look for¬ 
ward and forget the past, hoping for a 
future of good television reception, good 
programming and cooperation.

Recently we had a guest who came from 
Australia and this was the first time she had ever 
been to Sierra Madre. We went on a walking tour 
through town pointing out many local points of 
interest. 

We were casually strolling down Baldwin 
Avenue when our famous horn blasted noon. This 
startled our visitor who exclaimed “What was 
THAT?’’ This comment cued me into the story of 
the horn. 

The birth of the horn was on a Thursday 
afternoon. Sept. 9, 1915, according to an article 
in the Sierra Madre News dated Sept. 10, 1915. 

It was first located on the roof of the City Hall 
then relocated to Kersting Court approximately 
where Rambeau’s store is today. 

The article referred to the big noise heard 
at distant places in our usually quiet town. It 
started with a moan, developed into a shriek and 
dwindled to a mournful wail. The horrible howls 
at the time proved its effectiveness as a city fire 
alarm and the bewildered people accepted the blast 
for its value. 

From that point on, the horn has become an 
important part of our community. Not only does it 
indicate noon and sounds the alarm for our 
Volunteer Fire Department, but also serves as an 
alert for all the local fire watchers. 

When it was at the old city hall on the 
boulevard and Windsor Lane and the alarm sounded, 
a chalk board with the scribbled address was 
immediately hung on the front of the building. 

Merchants up and down the street would step 
outside their shops like cuckoos out of a clock 


and look at the sign. Some merchants would use 
binoculars to see the dreaded address. Relieved 
that it wasn’t their homes, they would return to 
business. 

Bill Sullivan, across from the old city hall, 
was generally out first. Happy Mendel and Don 
Jackson next. .. then Irwin Gersch with his 
binoculars, followed by Hugh Warden and Jack 
Groteweil. 

Volunteer firemen would race by to spot the 
address and head to the site. One time, Joe Scalzo 
was without a car and as a dedicated fireman, 
pedaled his bicycle at an unknown speed, arriving 
simultaneously with the fire engine. 

Another time, some years ago, when Robert’s 
Market was for sale, some vested “suede shoe” 
boys attended a city council meeting to present a 
portfolio for the market property development. 

During the council proceedings, councilmen 
were alerted by a signal that the horn would 
sound. In unison, all the councilmen and a major 
portion of the audience wisely covered their ears, 
the horn being located directly overhead. 

When the horn let go its blast, the 
startled visitors exclaimed, “What was 
THAT?” Once again, the ears were covered 
for the second alarm. 

The “suede shoe” boys left town and never 
came back. 

So you see, my dear Australian visitor, this is 
how it is in Sierra Madre. The horn is an 
important part of our lives. It may, sometimes, 
be a minute late for noon, but not for our firemen. 
1 doubt if there is another like it anywhere. 

The horn and our volunteers have been doing 
the job for 70 years and we are grateful.

A recent incident involving the 
use of the 9-1-1 emergency num¬ 
ber prompted another warning to 
the community: 

When dialing the 9-1-1 number 
to request the police, fire or emer¬ 
gency medical services there is an 
approximate 8- to 12-second period 
of silence from the time the last 
digit is hit until the call is answered. 
As the call is going through the 
computer that routes it to the proper 
agency, the phone company says 
it is unable to provide any type of 
noise to assure that caller that the 
call is being routed through. 

The big advantage to using the 
9-1-1 is that immediately on com¬ 
pletion of the call the address of 
where the call is originating from is 
printed on a screen in front of the 
dispatcher so even if the caller is 
unable to speak the address is 
locked in for reference and a police 
car is dispatched to the scene. 

The few seconds of silence 
may seem like an eternity but in 
almost every instance help is on 
its way. Just try to wait the few 
seconds, then if no answer, call the 
355-1414 number if you live in 
Sierra Madre.

MIRACLE FABRIC: 
WOOL 

By Joe Delgatto 

Wool, ati an- 
imal fiber, is one 

of our oldest 1 ' 

sources of clothing 

fibers. Its first use 

for this purpose is _ 

lost in antiquity, W* 

but its popularity Jr. 

has continued to this date for the very good 

reason that it is, along with silk and cotton, 

one of the finest of fabric fibers. 

Wool has a high tensile strength (a single 
fiber sustains a dead weight of 15 to 30 
grams: this compares with 5 to 28 grams for 
silk and 2 to 8 grams for cotton). Wool is 
elastic — it will stretch almost a third more 
than its lettgth before breaking. Being a poor 
conductor of heat, it is probably the finest 
of warmth-retaining fabrics. And wool absorbs 
very little moisture (unless it has been ehetiiieal- 
ly treated to do so). 

■Add to this the fact that wool is quite 
resistant to mildew unless allowed to remain 
damp over prolonged periods of time, that it 
docs not injure easily in the presence of adds 
in their more dilute forms, and that it has a 
great affinity for dyestuffs, and you have a 
truly “miraele" fabric. 

To get the most out of wool, here are a 
few simple rules to follow: 

1. Brtish at reasonably frequent intervals, 
frequent intervals, especially before 
wear. This will delay absorption of soil, 
particularly body oils. 

2. Air woolens out from time to time. 

3. Dry cleati frequently. This is not only 
a hygenie practice, virtually eliminating 
necessity of above two precautions, but 
but also acts as a moth preventive 
measure.

CRA investigates 
future of City Haii 

Sierra Madre Community Redevelopment 
Agency (e.g.. Sierra Madre City Council members) 
took their first step toward total investigation of 
disposition of the old City Hall, at their adjourned 
meeting last Wednesday. 

In words stated by City Attorney and Agency 
Counsel Charles Martin, they “started the clock 
ticking” in the investigation of really how much 
has been accomplished by the buyers of the hall 
three years ago and, according to Martin, “The 
CRA took the first step toward default.” 

Buyers Fritz Ahern and Harold Anderson must 
respond within 30 days to the letter sent this week 
to them from the CRA or risk default of the 
Disposition Development Agreement, City Adminis¬ 
trator Jim McRea told The News. The letter lists 
violations and “maybe 20 items that need to be 
addressed,” McRea said. 

“There are items that are non-negotiable and 
must be corrected,” he added and listed those 
items: the building has been leased and used with¬ 
out appropriate permits and a certificate ot oc¬ 
cupancy. The building must have reasonable fire 
separation, a sprinkler system and engineering cer¬ 
tification, he said. 

There are four major areas of concern, McRea 
added, and they are parts of the DDA (Dis¬ 
position Development Agreement) as follows: — 
In Section 5, “working drawings and precise plan 
of development for permitted commercial uses” — 
to date they have only submitted an approved 
set of general rehabilitation plans, not the other 
plans necessary. 

— Section 5D states, paraphrased, that the buyers 
are responsible to make S3'50,()()0 worth of de¬ 
velopment and improvements to the building - if 
they are interested in selling the building, there is 
no indication of development done, McRea notes. 

— Section 12 discusses “default or breach.” In sub- 
paragraph B-1 and in Section 4 of the DDA, it 
states “development financing, qualifications and 
identity are of interest to the agency." 

— Section B states “subsequent to conveyance and

Rose Parade. 

Sierra Madre was one 
of the first outside cities 
to join Pasadena in its 
annual New Year’s pa¬ 
rade with an entry spon¬ 
sored by the Board ol 
Trade (now Chamber of 
Commerce) in 1909. 

The 1917 entry, the 
first year the Tour¬ 
nament of Roses began 
keeping a log book of 
parade entries, included 
an open louring car 
covered with yellow field 
flowers and wild mus¬ 
tard followed by a 
mountain camping scene 
flanked by six pack 
animals. Pack animals

Then in the late 1950s, 
at a time when com¬ 
munity interest in Sierra 
Madre Rose Parade par¬ 
ticipation had waned, 
the Sierra Madre Rose 
Float Association was 
formed. SMRFA not on¬ 
ly saved our place in the 
parade but won the 
theme prize that year. 

Every year since there 
has been no doubt that 
Sierra Madre would have 
an all-community pro¬ 
duced entry, today al¬ 
most a rarity in the Rose 
Parade, and many of 
them prize winners. The 
fund-raising, the de¬ 
signing and building of 
an annual rose float is 
one of Sierra Madre’s 
most exciting activities.
